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By 20 March 37 naval vessels had guthered at Tsingtao, and on 23 March they left 
for Lienyun (119-29, 34-40), at the eastern end of the Lunghai Railroad. This 
group consisted of the following: 3 x 7,000-ton vessels with 12 guns each; 

le x 4,000-ton vessels with 3 guns each; 8 x 2,000-ton and 8 x 1,500-ton veasela, 
each with 6 guns of small caliber, possibly anti-aircraft machine guns; 4 
nediun-size submarines; and 2 oilers. All were nainted derk grey and vere 
without insignia. They were manned by Chinese, Soviets, and a few Jupanese. 
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
